about tihe new bank, the Colonel stat- 
ed -that importamt meetings, at which 
the Seligmans, of New York, and 
Perry S. Heath were represented, had 
been held in San Francisco, and a final 
agreement reached by the chanter 
members for perfecting the organiza- 
tion of the First National Bank.

bank would take place within sixty 
days after Hawaii is admitted as a ter-

Asked as to the cause of delay in 


issuing the charter, OoL 
Macfarlane 


immediately produced from his papers 
a letter received by him from Mr.

SAN FRANCISCO, November 28.— 


Ex-Judge William Foster, who was a 
(well-known Hawaiian jurist under the 
! Monarchy, died last evening at St. 
Luke's Hospital. Judge Foster has been 
practicing law tn this city for several 
years, during which time he has also 
been one of the editors of the Crocker 
law publications. He was about fifty 
years of age. On November 14th he suf- 
fered a stroke of paralysis while at 
work in his office, and he never fully 
recovered consciousness. 


The above, though not unexpected, 


|will be a deep shock to the 
friends here of Judge Foster. 


read them substantially as cabled, the 
outline of the Spanish document being 
furnished later to the correspondent by 
Senor Ojeda.

cles all the protocol questions, the two 
Commissions will now enter upon 
friendly negotiations 
regarding the

matum a week ago,,matters subsidiary 
and incidental to the principal privis- 
j&ns which must form part of the peace 
treaty as finally signed. These include 
the religious freedom of the Caroline 
Islands, as agreed to twelve years ago; 
the release of political prisoners now 
held by Spain In connection with the 
^BurDBction in Cuba and the Philip- 
pta«{f the taking over of the Island of 
Xusaie, or Ualan, on the Corallnes, for 
a telegraphic and naval station; cable 
station rights at other points in Spain's 
jurisdiction, and the renewal of cer- 
tain treaties previously in force be- 
tween the United States and Spain, 
which may have lasped or been vitiated 
by war.

AFFAIR AT THE FOUNDRY. 


The foregoing copy of a petition tells 


ail that there is of friction between the 
Honolulu Iron Works Company and 
some of its employes. There has been 
no strifce. There has teen no demand 
for increase of wages. It is not likely 
that there will be trouble of any sort. 
This conclusion is drawn from con- 
versations with men of the establish- 
ment and t'he management of the 
works. Through the influence of agi- 
tators there has been some loud talk- 
ing and some very wild and utterly un- 
true talking. It is not at all difficult to 
get at the facts without prejudice or 
color. 


At 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon 


sftont 200 of the native Hawaiian em- 
ployes of the worKs massed at the 
business office and after a short inter- 
view with.

aborer are $8 a week. During all of 


past six months every man a"bout 


ne place has been asked to work over- 
me. The pay for this is liberal and 
le men who have been willing to 
engthen the day of toil have done 
ery well indeed for laborers. Many 
ames on the pay rolls show that lab- 
rers have made week after week, $16, 
18, $20 and even more. 
Some of the rumors on the street yes- 
erday was that haole laborers were 
aid more than the natives. This was 
nvestigaited. There are exactly two 
aole laiborers in the employ. Both are 


men beyond the apprenticeship stage 
n the trade of mechanic. They are 
aid what the foreman believe they are 


worth. Wages in every department are 
xed by the foreman. The two haoles 
eceive less pay than a number of Ha- 
aiians at the work. 
The Chinese who trust the natives 
re terrors as collectors. Every Satur- 
ay dozen of pakea hang about the 
ron woAs to catch the natives with 
wages.

HILO ELECTRIC

The Project of Capitalists to De 


velop Power 
(Hilo Tribune).

urate in Hilo an electric power system 
upon a large scale, designed to cover 
electric railways, milling power, light 
and whatever other purposes there maj 
be occasion to apply this force to Such 
at least is the proposition made by Mr 
Desky to the Hilo Electric Light Com 
pany, for the purpose of a proposei 
consolidation between the old company 
and the projected new one, the latter o 
which will probably be capitalized a 
from $250,000 to $600,000. The promo 
ters of the general electric system wil 
go ahead anyhow, and, so say they, wil 
snow under the present limited corpor 
ation if it proposes to run counter to 
them 
They do not make this asser 


tion in the nature of a threat, but slm 
ply as a matter of business and prefei 
o have the present company co-operate 
with them, turning in their present in 
terests as stock in the now concern. 
The Hilo Electric Light Company have 
taken the matter under consideration 
and will reply next week. 


The power for the new plant wil

REMARKABLE VOYAGES. 


The tales of the survivors of ths ship 


W. Si. Starbuck recently burnel at sea, 
1500 miles from this place, and of the 
ship Norval burned 2000 miles from here 
in 1882, are more wonderful than rom- 
ances of the sea. It is indeed a pity 
that there is no historian of the min- 
ute details of these remarkable voy- 
ages. The facts regarding the effect of 
a limited diet, would be of extreme 
scientific val*e. 


The writer, at the time of ih"e arriTal 


of the crew of the Norva], occupied an 
official position here, and at once put 
the captain of the vessel under cross- 
examination, as to the details of the 
voyage. A report of the examination 
•was sent to Professor Youmana of th« 
Pbpular Science Monthly, but it was 
mislaid by the professor, and could not 
be duplicated. 


A calculation was made at the time, 


that each man consumed only flv« 
ounces of food per day. The weight ol 
the 
food consumed, 
per day, by an 


average man in good health, is about 
fifty ounces. The army ration is over 
sixty ounces. When the boat crews of 
the Norval reached the steamer Like- 
lite, after twenty-one days of sailing, 
and upon this scanty diet, they were 
asked if'they did not wish food at'once. 
They replied that they were in no 
hurry for it, but did wish for water. On 
arrival the next day in this port, all of 
the men appeared to be in excellemt 
condition. The exercise taken during 
the voyage consisted in rubbing each 
other down, after taking a salt water 
bati. 
' ^ 


Owing to the steadiness of the trad* 


trtnd&, the boats of the Starbuck made 
1500 miles in twenty days. The boats 
of the Norval made 2000 miles in twen- 
ty-one days. 


There is a singular coincidence in 


the incidents of the two voyages. Out 
of the four boats that left the Norval, 
one, commanded by the mate, disap- 
peared, and never was heard from. An- 
other 'of the boats was swamped, and 
the wrew transferred. In the case of 
the Stairbuck, three boats left the ship. 
One, commanded by the second mate, 
disappeared, and will probably never b« 
heard from. Another boat was swamp- 
ed, and the crew transferred to tke 
only remaining boat. 


One important fact is developed by 


the voyage of the Starbuck's crew. 
Canned vegetables 
were on board. 


These contain over eighty per cent, of 
water. The crew of the schooner that 
lately drifted from Tahiti to these Isl- 
ands, were without 
water for sixty 


days. The canned vegetables furnished 
to a large extent the water needed. 


It is a pity that the Historical So- 


ciety is not organized, so as to obtain 
and 
preserve the minute details of 


these •perilous voyages in boats. News- 
papers, as a rule, cannot afford to spend 
the time necessary to secure long and 
circumstantial 
statements 
of 
facts. 


which have a real scientific value. 


Th« captain and crew of the schooner 


that drifted upon the coast of Hawaii, 
about five months ago, were in this 
port for three weeka 
They possessed 


the most valuable data, which threw 
much light upon the way these Islands 
were populated through drifting voy- 
ages. 
No attempt was made by the 


Historical Society to secure this mo»t 
valuable data. An attache of the Ad- 
vertiser secured it, and will in due time 
prepare a valuable paper on the sub- 
ject. If he had not done so, a hundred 
years from the present time, some one 
would read a paper before a Histori- 
cal Society, full of gue?s work about 
this drifting voyage.

BY SEA AND LAND 


Lives and Vessels Lost 


on Atlantic Coast. 


More Than 1OO Craft Piled Up-ln 
Boston Harbor—Shallow* Strewn 


With Wreckage. 


BOSTON, Nov. 28.—It is known def- 


initely tonight that more than seventy 
ivee .have been lost in the wrecks of 
ugs, schooners and coal barges dur- 
ng the storm of Saturday night and 
Sunday morning, and if the steamer 
Portland has also gone down, as now 
seems possible, -the list of casualties 
will rise to 140, with over 100 vessels 
of all descriptions ashore, two score 


>f them total wrecks and an unknown 
number probably beneath the waves 
of Massachusetts bay. 


There is scarcely a bay, harbor or 


ntet from the Penobscot to &ew Lon- 
don that has not on its shores tihe 
bones of some stanch craft, while all 
along Massachusetts bay, ouod eepecdal- 
y Boston harbor, tihe beaches are pHed 
high with the wreckage of schooners 
and coal barges. The record, although 
jourly -lengthening, is still incomplete, 
'or that ocean graveyard of Cape Cod 
is still to be heard from. 


The annoyance and inconvenience o£ 


the railroad and street car embargo, 
covering the whole of Southern New 
England, 
sunk into 
insignificance 


jefore the story of destruction, wrought 
by wind and wave, yet it will be many 
a day before tihe full import of the dis- 
aster is realized. 


The islands of Boston harbor are, 


without exception, strewn -with wrecks 
and wreckage. No less than twenty- 
nine vessels are ashore at Gloucester 
and over twenty -to 'the supposed aafe 
harbor of Vineyard Haven parted their 
anchor chains yesterday, and are high, 
and dry on the .beach. Nantasket beach, 
saw two schooners and a coat barge 
dash to pieces on its sands. The rooks 
of Cohaseet claimed a stamen fisher- 
man; Sdtuate, a well known pilot 
boat, Manchester, a Down East lumber- 
man, while one tug and three barges 
known to have been between Cape Cod 
and Boston are unaccounted for, and 
probably are lost. The upper iharbors 
of Boston, Plymouth, Salem, Ports- 
mouth, Portland and other places 
where vessels were supposed to be 
comparatively safe, were tihe scenes of 
numerous collisions between, tihe ships 
and the wharves. 


Every life-saving crew performed;

Battleships Leave Rio on Their Way to 


Honolulu. 


WASHINGTON, November 23.— The 


battleships Iowa and Oregon have re- 
sumed their long cruise to Honolulu. 
Captain Baker, commanding the Ore- 
gon and the senior officer of the expe- 
dition, has notified the Navy Depart- 
ment that his little squadron sailed last 
Saturday from Rio de Janeiro for Mon- 
tevideo, where another stop will be 
made for coal. After leaving that port 
the ships will head for Punta Arenas, 
in the Straits of Magellan, almost at 
the extremity of South America, which 
will mark the accomplishment of about 
one-half of their voyage, unless they 
re ordered at Honolulu to proceed to 
Manila.

and 1897, by the secretary, Mr. S. Kelii- 
noi of Waihee, a paper on "Concentra- 
tion" was read by Mr. F. W. Hardy of 
Makawao. The subject was presented 
in three parts, viz.: The German idea, 
Colonel Parker's theory, and as it 
might 'be used in Hawaiian schools. 


Messrs. O. and F. W. Abbott took 


part in the discussion which followed. 


The second and last paper before in- 


termission for lunch, 
was edited by 


Mrs. Heapy of Wailuku and was entitl- 
ed "Beginnings in Language." This ex- 
position was an excellent one and sug- 
gested the use of leaves of plants—the 
forms, colors and drawing of them, 
etc. Appropriate stanzas of poetry 
could he memorized with good effect at 
fitting moments. 


Mr. Osmer Abbott, who, according to 


the program, led the discussion, distri- 
buted pieces of paper and had the 
teachers copy

guage thoroughly.

I then inquired for the name, 
office or telephone number of the ad- 
utant general, repeating particularly 
the title. The curt message back was 
'I don't know." As there is no ad- 
utant general here, it was useless to 
iearch for the higher authority. A few 
lours later I learned upon the street 
.hat Wells was dead. 


Welis was in the hospital for a con- 
idenable time. He was a member of 
the Knights of Pythias.

Cuban trade for half a century, and the 
Island of Cuba and all that appertains 
thereto in the line of business endeavor 
is as familiar to the members of that 
flnn as the affairs of their own coun- 
try. Ed-win F. Atkins has several times 
appeared to the sugar tariff and he is 
Known in the trade all over the world. 
Hl3 views upon the Cuban question 
are well denned and of interest to the 
general aa well as the special reader. 


"What do you look forward to as a 


solution of the Cuban question?" he 
•was asked by a representative of the 
Boston 1 ranscript. 


"No one can tell what to expect yet," 


he replied. "I have no doubt, however, 
that a fair vote of the island, if it 
could 'he taken, would find the great 
majority of the better class of people, 
Spanish and native, in favor of annex- 
ation to the United States." 


"What is the actual condition of the 


island now, after these three years of 
•war on every hand?" 


"The crop of sugar In Cuba in 1895 


was 1,080,000 tons. The destruction of 
the cane "by fires reduced the crop of 
1896 to 240,000 tons, and that of 1897 to 
219,000 tons. The current year brought 
& better condition of affairs to the su- 
gar districts, where matters were com- 
paratively quiet, and it is estimated 
that 340,000 tons were made, only 200,- 
000 of -which was shipped previous to 
the declaration of war by the United 
States. 


"What is the condition of the fields 


where damage has been done?" 


While the insurgents have burned 


each year vast acres of cane fields anS 
many factories, the factories so de- 
stroyed were, as a rule, of the smaller 
class, and many of them had been pre- 
viously abandoned. The more import- 
ant places, were protected by private 
armed guards or Spanish troops, or by 
both, and while cane fields have suf- 
fered, the factories of those properties 
are, as a rule, intact. Burning of cane 
renders it useless for sugar making 
after a tew days, tout does not destroy 
the loots. Cane does not reqaire re- 
planting yearly, but Is a perennial, and 
to Cnba the fields will last in good con- 


} dition for four to twelve years, accord- 


ing to location and the nature of the 
soil, and in some cases even much 
longer. Cuba probably has cane enough 
to produce next year 450,000 to 500,000 
tons of sugar, if it can toe harvested.

Museum, in bonoon, has accordingly 
organized an expMitio-a in order-to 
test this p!an thoroughly. He has 
chartered a steamer, -which has been 
fitted with the necessary deep-sea gear, 
and a start was to oe made on the oth 
of November. Work will begin at the 
edge of the 100-fathom platform, about 
thirty miles west of Dingle bay. The 
vessel will steam slowly for ten de- 
grees westward. Continuous observa- 
tions will be made with a vertical 
chain of tow-nets, the length which 
will be gradually increased until, when 
the depth of 2000 fathoms is reached, 
the series will include thirty-eight tow- 
nets. Soundings and observations of 
teitfperature will be made, and, if time 
permits, some deep-sea trawling. Ex- 
periments with various forms of self- 
closing nets, including the Tanner net 
employed by Professor Agassiz, will be 
made for the sake of comparison; but 
the main effort of the expedition is to 
determine the vertical distribution of 
oceanic life by a series of open nets.
